Nearly 
three years ago, the ANA 
Executive Committee voted 
to prohibit the parking of 
mototized vehicles on the 
front and side yards of sin- 
gle family residences. Specif- 
ic ordinance requirements 
ate in Section 12-5-29 of 
the City Code, available on 
the City of Austin website. 
It contains definitions for 
driveway, front and side 
yards, and motor vehicles.

Regulations for Short 
Term Rentals are not 


Coming Anytime Soon

te is not much new to report with 
regard to efforts to do something 
about short-term rentals (STRs). The City 
is still in the information-gathering stage. 
I attended a Thursday evening Planning 
and Development Review Department 
public meeting on STRs held at the City’s 
offices at One Texas Center on January 
27. The room was packed, with over 100 
people in attendance. There were a num- 
ber of short-term rental owners, all with 
testimonials of the value of their proper- 
ties, and neighborhood representatives 
and STR neighbors wanting something 
done about these short-term rental prop- 
erties in their neighborhoods that seem to 
be growing in popularity. 

A number of Allandale residents were 
there. I recognized 10 people from Allan- 
dale at the meeting, including a couple 
who owns STR properties. Allandale resi- 
dents Joe Reynolds, Donna Beth McCor- 
mick, Rob Robinson, and Maurice Ander- 
son spoke in opposition to STRs. Donna 
Beth said she has owned long-term rental 
properties in the neighborhood for many 
years and has never had a problem with 
them. She said, “People want to know 
their neighbors. They ate interested in pre- 
serving the quality of life in the neighbor- 
hood.” Short-term tentals, she said, “need 
to be studied and regulated.” People from 
other neighborhoods opposed to STRs 
complained about late night parties, traffic 
problems, lax code enforcement, parking 
problems, and, in one case, fireworks. 

The STR owners came prepared. They 


include a movie night and a pinewood 
derby. 

New business: Allandale Northcross 
LP applied for an “adaptive reuse” devel- 
opment at 7685 Northcross Drive. This 
would convert 244 units into affordable 
housing by approximately November, 
2013. ANA is researching requirements 


had stories about famous movie produc- 
ers (Coen Brothers) and actors (Elijah 
Wood), as well as people visiting loved 
ones, using Austin STRs. They gave testi- 
monials about the benefits of short-term 
rentals, which they say generate tax reve- 
nue, support local businesses, and are 
better maintained than long-term rentals. 
Many of the renters testifying said they 
have rules against parties in their rental 
agreements. 

A bed and breakfast owner complained 
that the regulations for B&B owners are 
much stricter than ones for STRs and 
wanted that addressed. 

There were 30 speakers signed up at 
the meeting and more wanting to get on 
the list. At the midway point of the meet- 
ing, the moderator strongly encouraged 
the remaining speakers to limit their 
remarks to new

Allandale Crime: A 
Look at the Numbers 
for 2010

12 number of Burglary of Residences 
(BORs) in Allandale was down last 
year, but the number of Burglary of 
Vehicles (BOVs) was up dramatically. 
Criminals stealing from cats was the top 
crime in the neighborhood in 2010, as it 
was in 2009. The number of BOVs 
increased 14% to 191 incidents, an aver- 
age of 16 a month. Many of the inci- 
dents involved people stealing from cars 
in parking lots at businesses along Ander- 
son Lane and Burnet Road. Nevertheless, 
there were a significant number of BOVs 
that occurred within the borders of the 
neighborhood. See the table showing the 
incidents in the residential area of the 
neighborhood (excludes incidents report- 
ed on commetcial properties). 

The number of BORs was down in 
2010 compared to 2009. In 2009, there 
were 73 teported incidents of homes 
being burglatized. In 2010, the number 
was down to 54. In the last six years, the 
fewest number of home burglaries 
reported in Allandale was 33, which was 
in 2007. I have included a map showing 
the location of the reported 2010 inci- 
dents in Allandale. There does not appear 
to be a particular area of the neighbor- 
hood that has been particularly hard hit. 

The graph shows a month-by-month 
count of the incidents reported to the 
Austin Police Department (APD) for 3 
of the top 4 crimes in Allandale. BOVs 
took a significant jump in December, 
whereas the highest number of BORs 
occurred in months of January and April. 

All of the crime data in this article is

» 1975, and a four-year-old little girl 
tells her mom that she wants to take 
dance classes.

Shape and Sport — and both offer a great 
workout. However, she warned me, “If 
your muscles aren’t burning every time, 
you're not doing it right.” I soon discov- 
ered that more prophetic words have 
rately been spoken. 

'The studio filled up with about 15 
female class participants. The instructor, 
Jennifer, joined us with a headset micro- 
phone and started us on a one-hour work- 
out accompanied by high-energy songs. 

Over the course of the next hour, we 
did barre wotk, floor wotk, and mat 
wotk. Jennifer led us through a number 
of routines as a group, and also came 
around to offer personalized attention 
with regard to proper form.

H ello fellow Allandale gardeners. 
How's your soil-food-web? Didn't 
know you had one? 

Beneath out lawns, mulch, etc., there 
exists a wotld of beneficial bacteria, 
earthworms, micro-arthropods, protozoa, 
nematodes (yes, there are beneficial ones) 
and fungi. In particulat, the role of 
Micorrhizal fungi in healthy plant growth 
is both critical and fascinating and is at 
the very heart of organic growing. These 
fungi catry on a symbiotic relationship 
with plant roots. Genetic micorrhizal 
fungi benefit all plants, while some are 
specific to one plant only, such as those 
associated with oak trees. Micorrhizal 
fungi require regular applications of com- 
post to flourish and are easily killed by 
chemical fertilizers and pesticides. Micot- 
rhizal fungi filaments penetrate the roots 
of plants, from which they take catbohy- 
drates to sustain themselves. Extending 
their filaments many feet beyond the 
plant to which they're attached, they take 
up raw minerals, processing them and 
giving them as nutrients to the plant. If

Leaves of Three, 
Let it Be

T a walk around Lake Lady Bird, 
and you'll discover Austin is plagued 
with a three-leafed menace known as poi- 
son ivy. When my wife and I moved to 
Allandale 10 years ago, the previous hom- 
cownets left us a little going away pres- 
ent: A giant Hackberry tree wrapped with 
poison ivy vines as thick as garden hoses. 
I've been fighting its offspring ever since. 


Know thy enemy 

Watch for clusters of three green 
leaves, turning reddish, yellow, or orange 
in the fall; sometimes with whitish ber- 
ties. The plant can take many appearanc- 
es: bush and vines are the most common 
forms. A close look at one of the leaves

Feeling Poison ivy 
Itchy? 

'The oil coating the leaves and stem of 
the poison ivy plant causes severe itching 
and blisters. When the poison ivy oil, 
called urushiol, is absorbed by skin cells it 
causes an allergic reaction. The body's 
immune system attacks the oil-tainted 
skin cells. As skin cells start dying, blis- 
tets and severe itching result. This only 
happens after the immune system has 
learned to recognize urushiol. Even peo- 
ple who consider themselves immune to

poison ivy will develop susceptibility after 
repeated exposures. 


Stop the Itch 

The oil takes time to absorb and bond 
to skin cells. If the oil is removed within 
several hours, the unpleasant effects of 
utushiol can be minimized. First, wash as 
soon as possible after exposure. Use an 
oil-cutting detergent such as Dawn. This 
is more effective than soap. Even better 
are special poison ivy washes such as 
Tecnu. Removing as much of the oil as 
soon as possible is the key. Be sure to 
launder any exposed clothing in hot 
watet. The oil is quite tenacious and can 
remain potent for over a yeat. Sometimes 
pets can carry the oil on their fur and 
expose their owners multiple times. 


You got poison ivy: Now what? 

Wash as directed above to avoid addi- 
tional contamination. Itching and blister- 
ing usually begin a day or two after con- 
tact. Most store-bought remedies are bor- 
detline worthless. The old standby cala- 
mine lotion is completely worthless. If 
you find some in the medicine cabinet, 
throw it in trash. 


What works, then? 

The best OTC product on the market 
is called Zanfel. You can find it at CVS, 
Walereens, or Wal-Mart for $39/ounce. 
Pricey, but it works. In fact, nothing else 
compares. It chemically chelates with uru- 
shiol in 2 different ways to de-bond it 
from your skin. This is great when your 
face starts itching and you ate really des- 
perate. Buy some on Ebay to save money. 
My first line of defense is Tecnu wash 
$15/32oz. If you wash thoroughly using 
Tecnu within hours of exposure, you can 
usually get away without blistering, If I 
notice itching and blistering starting, I 
will still wash with Tecnu and then treat 
with Zanfel. 


What if my whole body is covered... 
And I can’t afford 10 tubes of Zan- 
fel? 

If you fell into a thicket of poison ivy 
and your whole body is breaking out in a 
terrible rash, then it is time to go to the 
doctor and get steroid cream or a steroid 
injection. Steroids are powerful drugs that 
can cause your body to stop attacking 
itself almost immediately. Skip OTC Cor- 
taid. This weak steroid cream is marginal- 
ly effective. Smear some on if you

have some, just be prepared for 
minimal improvement. Without 
treatment, poison ivy blistering 
will take 2 weeks to fully heal. 


What about temporarily relief? 

Use hot water. Spray hot-as-you-can- 
stand water on the rash. The itching sen- 
sation will become incredibly intense, but 
then fade as your skin's histamine recep- 
tors become depleted. The itching will 
stop for an hour or two. Repeat hot water 
treatment as necessary. This trick alone 
can help maintain your sanity. 


And finally: don’t scratch — yeah, right.

Dog Talk: "Expensive" 


Tests

rom time to time someone will ask 

for a recommendation for a veterinat- 
ian for their new pet. There are often 
many tesponses, some of which mention 
that the veterinarian they use does not 
perform a lot of expensive and unneces- 
sary tests on their pets, and that is pre- 
sented as a positive characteristic. I will 
start off by saying that I am a big believer 
in testing but it needs to make sense to 
me, and that is why bring up the follow- 
ing comments. 

I want to let folks know about a won- 
derful book by Dr. Nancy Kay, DVM, 
called Speaking for Spot: Be the Advocate Your 
Dog Needs to Live a Happy, Healthy, Longer 
Life. 

The premise of the book is your 
responsibility to be part of a partnership 
with your veterinarian and to actually 
communicate in a meaningful way with 
your veterinarian. This talk should 
include, at a minimum, a two-way dia- 
logue where you ate sharing your ques-

tions, your concerns, and your observa- 
tions. This includes asking about any test 
the veterinarian recommends — asking 
about what will be learned from the test, 
its relevance to the issue at hand, and 
how much the test costs. Also, ask up- 
front what the next step(s) will be 
depending upon the outcome of the pre- 
vious test, and ask about costs, etc. Final- 
ly, ask about options/alternatives and 
possible consequences if alternative steps 
are taken. 

Ask yourself if you are actually part- 
nering with your veterinarian or if you 
are taking a more passive role; ask if your 
veterinarian is open to being your partner 
for your dog, Remember, you can always 
make a change — you want the best for 
your dog and for the dollars you spend to 
be of value to your dog’s health. 

IMPORTANT: If you feel you would 
like to work on re-defining your relation- 
ship with your veterinarian and are con- 
cerned about how to start that dialogue, I 
would be happy to chat with you and to 
give you some tips that ideally will lead to 
a constructive and positive outcome. 

Iam a big believer in the value of test- 
ing — routine testing when your dog is in 
good health as well as testing when you 
are trying to determine the reason for a 
problem your dog is having, The former 
can provide you with baseline informa- 
tion about your dog’s health status; the 
latter can hopefully get you to a diagnosis 
in an efficient manner, but in all fairness, 
some things are complicated and not 
every path will get you to the answer 
immediately. One of my own dogs was 
just diagnosed with a 
quite rare parasite- 
induced heart condition 
that is most common in 
the poorer communities

ties to 311 m Observe the speed limit 


of Brazil! Go figure — certainly that was 
not at the top of anybody’s list of guess- 
es causing her health issues, but testing 
got us to the answer and now the medica- 
tion she is on is helping tremendously. 

To get the greatest value from testing, 
as mentioned before, be clear on why the 
test is being given and what can be 
learned from it. Second, be sure and get 
clear copies of all your dog’s testing 
results and keep them in a file. Compare 
these test results over time to look for 
trends — changes in values that could be 
indicative of problems or of normal 
signs of aging, 

While this has been brief, the critical 
message to take home is that you need to 
talk with and partner with your veterinarian.

Silverfish

| noticed silverfish lurking in my 
house after I put away my holiday deco- 
rations, so ’m sure others may have the 
same problem. Silverfish can eat and stain 
books, fabrics, food, and wallpaper, but 
are often considered being more of a nui- 
sance than a pest. These insects have flat- 
tened carrot-shaped bodies with three 
long “tails” that come off the tip of the 
abdomen. The body is covered with fine 
scales that give them a silver sheen. 
Immatutes look just like the adults, only 
smaller in size. 

Usually silverfish are not seen by hom- 
eowners because they tend to be active at 
night. They can commonly be found in 
attics, closets, or near bookcases. They 
will often be found behind baseboatds or 
around door and window casings. Silver- 
fish feed on starchy foods like paper, 
flour, oats, or glue. 


Tips for managing silverfish: 


m Remove old books, papers, & maga- 
zines 

m Store items in sealed plastic bags or 

containers 

Clean closets on a regular basis 

m Reduce humidity with fans, air condi- 

tioning, or dehumidifiers 

Repair any water leaks 

Inspect all items before bringing them 

into the house 

m Target treatments to where silverfish 
live — wall voids, closets, attics, behind 
baseboatds, etc.

ast month while discussing the State 

budget deficit, I mentioned that one 
budget balancing strategy that state legis- 
lators have used is to require local gov- 
ernments to provide some services with- 
out providing funding. This practice, 
known as unfunded mandates, has cost 
local governments hundreds of millions 
of dollars and requires local officials to 
either raise property taxes to fund the 
mandates or cut other services. Unfunded 
mandates can significantly impact city and 
county budgets by limiting their discre- 
tion and can adversely affect local bond 
ratings. 

Previous examples of unfunded man- 
dates placed on local governments 
include the Indigent Health Care and 
Treatment Act that was passed in 1985, 
which required counties to provide up to 
8% of a county's budget for indigent 
health care before being eligible for 
matching funds. In 2002, legislators 
passed an indigent care bill, known as the

Fair Defense Act, which required coun- 
ties to pick up 94% of the more than 
$100 million cost of the act. In 2003, the 
Legislature, in an attempt to cut state 
costs, passed a massive reorganization of 
the state’s health and human services 
agencies. Many state services were 
reduced, and as a result, more people 
with health and mental illness issues 
ended up being treated in hospital emer- 
gency rooms or county jails, which is the 
most expensive way to treat people. In 
2003, the Legislature also cut by 65% the 
reimbursement to counties for the costs 
of visiting judges, which added nearly $4 
million in costs to Texas counties. In 
recent yeats, local officials have also had 
to pony up more money for road projects 
that used to be primarily state funded. 
There are many other examples, but per- 


haps the largest example of the state 
shifting costs to local taxpayers is public 
education, where the state share, which 
once was 60% has dropped to 40%. 

Alteady a number of bills have been 
filed this session that could further 
increase costs for local taxpayers. More 
than a dozen immigration bills have been 
filed, many of which would require more 
of local law enforcement officers and 
more local jail beds. Proposed cuts for 
mental health services would result in 
more people with mental illness sitting in 
jail and ending up at hospital emergency 
rooms. Sheriff Greg Hamilton has made 
clear his dissatisfaction that the Travis 
County jail also serves as Travis County’s 
largest mental health institution. 

Last month, Representative Burt Solo- 
mons filed a constitutional amendment, 


HJR 56, which would restrict the Texas 
Legislature’s authority to pass legislation 
that forces local governments to do 
something without paying for it. The Tra- 
vis County Commissioners’ Court has 
endorsed this legislation. Similar legisla- 
tion has been filed many times, and state 
leaders, including the governor and Lt. 
governor, have expressed their support, 
but ending unfunded mandates has never 
even made it to the floor of either legisla- 
tive chamber. And with a $27 Billion state 
budget deficit facing them, unfunded 
mandates legislation is not likely to pass 
this year, either. State legislators might 
not tell you, but any mandates they pass 
this session will be funded — through 
local property tax increases forced by the 
State on cities and counties. +%
